“Boss’”’ Barnes, of New York, 
s Said to Be the Chief 
letter for the Taft Forces, 
and Roosevelt Says That 
Barnes Must Be Taught a 
Lesson. 


Oyster Bay, June 3.—Upon the se- 
lection of temporary. chairman of the 
republican national convention may 
hang the political fortunes of ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He decided tonight 
to oppose with all his strength the 
electi@n of Senator Root, and issued a 
call to all his supporters to stand by 
him. Colonel Roosevelt declares that 
Mr. Root “has ranged himself against 
the men who. stand for progressive 
principles within the republican par- 
ty,” and says it is William Barnes, Jr., 
of New York, who is to be the real 
head of the Taft fight at Chicago 

The colonel’g decision to make a 
Square issue of the seating of Mr. Root 
was reached after a long consultation 
with advisers. At Sagamore Hill to- 
day were Senator Dixon, Gifford 
Pinchot, William L. Ward, New York; 
George W. Perkins, of New York; 
Frank B. Kellogg and Andrew Rahn, 
both of whom are from Minnesota, and 
Truxton Beale, a delegate from Cali- 
fornia. 

After Colonel Roosevelt: had com- 
pleted his statement he brought up the 
question of whether he ‘s to go to the 
Chicago convention. 

“After hearing what the men I have 
geen today have to say,” he said, “my 
impression is that I will not go. I may 
reach a different decision if any strong- 
arm “4auctics are attempted.’ 

Reoosevelit’s Statement. 

Following is in paft the statement 
dictated today at Sagamore Hill py 
Colonel Roosevelt:~- 

“In the past Mr. Root has rendered 
distinguished service as secretary of 
State and secretary of war. But in 
this contest Mr. Root ranged himself 
against the men who stand for pro- 

essive principles within the repub- 

ican party, that is, against the men 
who stand for making the republican 
party, in relation to the issues of the 
present day, what it was in the days 
of Abraham Lincoln. He stands as the 
representative of the men and the polit- 
cies of reaction.

Exposure of the Facts by The

The reason why several of the new 
school buildings are in a bad condi- 
tion is that the city, in a spirit of 
false economy, erected shoddy struc- 
tures. i 

This the sum and substance of 
the result of conference held Mon- 
day morning between the board of 
education and the bond commission. 

It was clearly shown by architects 
and contractors that Atlanta had tried 
bulldings that should cost 
only $40,000. To do this 
there had to be stricken from the 
specifications certain parts of the 
strmmture and- material which left the 
pifffdings an easy prey to heavy rain 
storms. 

It was stated by one of the 
tractors George Clayton, that the main 
cause of the new buildings leaking 
was the absence of furring and cor- 
nices, and that the rain beat through 
the brick from the side walls and 
and then through the. plastering. 

Had to Be Admitted. 

The startling admission was 
that some of the new buildings 
Seriously defective, after members of 
the board and the commission tried 
to “pooh-pooh” the whole matter 
aside. Some of them, espectally 
James L. Key, sought to’ make it ap- 
pear that the newspaper reporters 
were trying to make a 
of a mole hill. Mr. Key went so far 
as to say that the “papers were noted 
for their readiness to blackguard the 
town.” 

But despite the way in which some 
of them tried to treat the matter 
lightly and to get behigd the old and 
worn shield, the “sensational reporter,”’ 
it was made clear and certain that 
several of the buildings were cheap- 
John affairs and would have to be con- 
siderably ‘overhauled before they be- 
came even waterproof. In some of 
the buildings all the plastering on the 
sidé walls will have to be torn away, 
so that furring can be placed between 
the bricks and the plastering. 

Figures were furnished the joint 
meeting showing that Atlanta had 
tried to build for $40,000 and $59,000. 
school buildings, which should have 
cost at least $100,000. 

Fixing the Blame. 3 

In trying to fix the responsibility, 
after it became evident that there was 
no use to dodge behind the charge of 
sensational newspaper stories, the 
blame was placed on either the peo- 
Ple themselves or on the constitution 
of the state of Georgia. Alderman 
John S. Candler stated that he was 
chairman-.of a special committee which 
tried to get a school bond tissue of 
$864,000, and that the amount was cut 
down by the general citizens’ commit- 
tee to $600,000, and some of them tried 
to make it as low as $500,000. He said 
that the people were, therefore, to 
blame, in the first place, for not pro- 
viding enough bond money with which 
to build the right kind of school 
houses. He said that Atlanta was a 
city without much means, and she 
would always be until the constitu- 
tion of the state was amended so as 
to give the city a wider latitude in 
the expenditure of money. 

There were only three members of 
the board of education and the bond 
commission who claimed that there 
were very serious defects in the schools. 
and they were Daniel W. Green, W. 
R. Daley and W. O. Stamps. Mr.

CAPTURED BY TAFT MEN 


Predict President 
Will Get the Six Delegates- 
at-Large Today—Roosevelt’s 
Manager Says Representa- 
tive Government Is on Trial. 
Burton Opens Convention. 


Columbus, Ohio, June 3.—President 
Taft showed such strength in the pre- 
liminary skirmishes today that the 
politicians tonight declared he was as- 
sured of Ohio's six delegates-at-large 
when the convention resumes tomor- 
row. . 

In the new state central committee 
named by county delegates before the 
opening of the convengion, President 
Taft is conceded eleven of the twenty- 
one members. 

The resolutions committee’s majority 
report tonight, by a vote of 12 to 9, 
decided to recommend to the conven- 
tion that “we do heartily indorse the 
administration of William H, Taft.” 

The minority members announced 
they would present a report indorsing 
Colonel Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt's Manager Wins 

In spite of the Taft strength in the 
central committee, Walter F. Brown. 
manager of Colonel Roosevelt's cam- 
paign in Ohio, was re-elected chair- 
man by a vote of 18 to 8 This was 
after the delegates, in a test vote, had 
refused to elect him temporary chair- 
man by a vote of 11 to 10. 

The final struggle for the con- 
trol of Ohio's six delegates-at- 
large is expected to be reach- 
ed soon after convention meets at 9:30 
o'clock tomorrow morning. Today's 
gathering limited itself to hearing the 
keynote speech of United States Sena- 
tor Theodore E. Burton. Tonight the 
committees electeg at district meetings 
before the convention are in session. 

President Taft's show of strength 
came in the district meetings. He 
gained control of the new state cen- 
tral committee by winning at least 
eleven votes of the twenty-one dis- 
tricts. 

Chief Blow to Roosevelt. 

The chief blow to Roosevelt in the 
district meetings came in the eighth 
district, which, by a vote og 20 to 139, 
selected a complete list of Taft com- 
mitteemen. 

Walter Brown, as chairman, in call- 
ing the meeting to order, had the first 
chance. “Representative government is 
on trial in Ohio today,’’ he said, “The 
issue is whether this convention shall 
represent the will of the people or 
whether it shall misrepresent them. At 
the primary election on May 21, the re- 
publicans in 34 of the 42 districts de- 
clared decisively for former President 
Roosevelt. Are you going to thwart 
the expressed will of the republican 
voters of the state?” 

Roosevelt's name brought forth the 
first demonstration. Pro-Roosevelt 
delegates and alternates, apparently 
approximating about half of those on 
the floor, cheered several minutes. 

The Taft people got their chance 
a little later when Senator Burton 
mentioned the'*president and enumer- 
ated some of the accomplishments of 
the republican party during the last 
four years. Led by the Cincinnati 
delegation, the delegates broke 
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into! 


a cheer, which was a little longer than '! 


that for Roosevelt. 
up a moment later when Senator Bur- 
ton mentioned Colonel Roosevelt's 
name. 

Crisis, Says Burton. 

Senator Burton declared the coun- 
try was confronted with a crisis far 
surpassing any through whieh it has 
passed in the memory of the presen: 
generation. He deplored the absence 
from the polls of a great percentase 
of voters in recent state primaries. 
Foreshadowing many of the tenets 
that will be laid down itn the platform 
to be adopted at the coming national 
republican conVention he urged mone- 
tary reforms, tariff revision baged 
upon accurate information, the lower- 
ing of some duties with due regard t9 
adequate aid to Américan industry, a 
federal incorporation . law, conserva- 
tion of natural resources, safeguard- 
ing of labor and a workmen’s compen- 
sation law, effective steps for peace 
among nations and other policies, He 
reviewed the high cost of living, which 
he traced to various causes, and de- 
clared they were not attributable to 
the present tariff law.

Effort to Enforce Will be Fought

Nineteen Delegates Pledged to 
Wilson Don’t Want to Be 
Turned Over to Harmon. 
Lively Fight Expected in the 
Convention. 


Toledo, Ohio, June 3.—~Plans ef party 
leaders to have the Ohio demooratic 
state convention which will be called 
here tomorrow to adopt resolutions to 
cast the state’s 48 votes solidiy for 
Judson Harmon for president at the 
Baltimore convention under the unit 
rule, appears certain to precipitate a 
bitter fight. 

Although Governor Harmon carried 
the state at the recent presidential 
presidential preference primaries, by 
nearly 11,000. nineteen district dele- 
gates pledged to Woodrow Wilson 
were chosen, and they object to being 
bound by the state gonvention, with 
instructions to vote for Harmon at 
Baltimore. They declare the Harmon 
Piant violates the state primary law, 
and threaten to take the matter be- 
fore the democratic national conven- 
tion if necessary. 

On the other hand the Harmon men 
declares the candidate was the choice 
ef the democratic party of the state 
at the preferential primary and that 
Governor Harmon is entitled to the 
vote of the solid Ohio delegation. 

In addition to electing six delegates 
at larze to the national democratic 
convention at Baltimore the conven- 
tion will nominate a state ticket. 

G. OG P. CONDITIONS VERY MIXED, 
DECLARES SENATOR PBNROSE 

Philadelphia, June 3.—United States 
Senator Bois Penrose, before leaving 
today for Chicago to attend the meet- 
ing of the republican national commit- 
tee, said that conditions of the re- 
publican party were “very mixed.” 

“Fhe indications are,” the senator 
said, “that President Taft will have a 
slight majority on the first baNot in 
the national convention. ’ 

“Of course,” Senator Penrose said, 
“if there is a big break in the New 
York delegation there, probably will be 
no nomination on the first ballot. I 
am not fully informed of the condi- 
tions in New York. Colone] Roosevelt 
is still shy 100 votes and it does not 
seem reasonable to suppose that he can 
make up this number if the contests 
brought Dy delegates are decided on 
their merits.”

Constgntinople, June 3.—A great fire 
today swept over Stamboul, the Mo- 
hammedan section of Constantinople.

Representatives of Five Rail- 
road Commissions and of a 
Dozen Commercial and Trade 
Organizations Present at the 
Conference at the Capitol. 


Representatives of five state rail- 
road commissions and a dozen com- 


mercial and trade organizations located 
in as many southern cities in confer- 
ence at the state capitol yesterday, 
signed a petition to the interstate 
commerce commission asking that body 
to order suspended for a _ period .of 
120 days “Southern Classification No. 
39,” recently issued by railroads oper- 
ating in the south and declared effec- 
tive June 17, next. 


In addition to this the conference 
decided upon the appointment of a 
committee of five, with Commissioner 
C. M. Candler as chairman, to prepare 
a plan of campaign in the fight against 
the numerous rate increases involved 
in the new classification, which is to 
follow. 

This action was taken after W. R. 
Powe, agent for the railroads operat- 
ing in southern territory tn issuing the 
Classification, had tried in vain to get 
in tough with Chairman H. F. Smith. 
at Chattanooga, to see if he would 
authorize a suspension of the new 
Classification for the same period as 
is asked from the interstate commerce 
commission, in order to give the south- 
ern commissions and trade bodies time 
to investigate it and make their specif- 
le objections. 

Chairman Franklin McNeil, 
North Carolina railroad commission, 
presided over the conference, which 
was held in the assembly room of the 
Georgia railroad commission. 

What Petition States. 

In the petition to the interstate com- 
merce commission adopted by the cone 
ference it Is pointed out that the rail- 
roads of the south issued the new 
Classification in May to go into effect 
June 17, giving only thirty days for 
an investigation of it, whereas the 
railroads interested had had their best 
talent at work on it for a period of 
four years. It is pointed out that it 
contains 151 pages of printed descrip- 
tions as against 70 in the current 
classification; that it contains 349 ad- 
vances in classifications involving rate 
increases which, it is reported, in some 
instances are as high as 300 per cent; 
that it contains 341 increases in mini- 
mum carload lots, also equivalent to 
increase in rates. ' 

It is pointed out that it materially 
Increases the rates on many commodi- 
ties, and that while there are 327 re- 
ductions, many of these are ineffective 
because of increased carload minimum 
weights which amounts to an increase 
in rates.

FOUR FIRES BURN ON ROOF; 
BUILDING NOT DAMAGED 


Chief Cummings, of the fire depart- 
ment and a representative of the 
Southeastern Tariff Association were 
interested witnesses yesterday after- 
noon of four fires built on 4 shingle 
roof, without damage to the roof, to 
test a new preparation which is soon 
to be manufactured by an Atlanta man- 
ufacturing concern.

Salva is a liquid which can be ap- 
plied to any roof, and is designed to 
fireproof shingles, and to preserve 
metal roofs. It is said to be very dura- 
ble, costing no more than ordinany 
paint, and when dry gives @n appear- 
ance of slate.

held for that purpose, that the city 
council! shall be authorized and di- 
rected to levy for the purpose of sup- 
porting, maintaining and extending the 
public school system of the city of 
Atlanta, such levy to be a part of that 
now authorized by law, and not ex- 
ceeding one-half of one per cent in ex- 
cess of that now provided and author- 
ized by law. 

“Such department of education shall 
be operated and controlled in all its 
affairs by a board as at present com- 
prised; and the fun@s shall be dis- 
bursed as at present, the manner of 
apportioning and contracting for same 
shall vest in the board of educattron. 

“Resolved, That the city attorney 
prepare an amendment to cover these 
matters, and that copies of this reso- 
lution be furnished to the members of 
the legislature from the counties of 
Fulton and DeKalb.”

Important Resolution Introduced 
by Council Committee, 


Chamber of Commerce Grant- 
ed Permission to Investigate 
All Departments of the City 
Government-——Tax on Lock- 
er Clubs Is Favored. 


Besides transacting a great deal of 
important business yesterday after- 
noon the general council consented to 
having itself ulong with other city of- 
ficlals investigated by the chamber of 
commerce, and then considered a reso- 
lution giving itself the power to re- 
move from office on half pay any city 
official, wnether he was elected by the 
people or appcinted by departments. 

In regard to the proposed investi- 
gZation by the chamber of commerce, 
through its committee on municipal 
research, the following resolutions 
were adopted: 

For a Municipal Investigation, 

“Be it resolved by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta 
that the committee appointed by this 
body on municipal research and atatis- 
tics cooperate with the committee ap- 
pointed by the chamber of commerce. 

“Resolved further that such experts 
as may be employed by the chamber of 
commerce shall under direction of the 
committee from this body have full 
power and authcrity to investigat: the 
present plans and procedure adopted 
and in use by the various city depart- 
ments, and make such report to this 
Ledy as they may deen proper. 

“Resolved further that all heads of 
departments and employtes are directed 
to lenu such aid and assistance to said 
experts in such Investigations as may 
be requésted of them. 

“Resolved furtber that such report 
aS may be made by such experts shall 
be made public tn full, so that all. our 
citizens may have access to same, and 
an opportunity to [Inspect and discuss 
same and shall also be submitted to 
the general council.” 

Great Power for the Council. 

A resolution was introduced by the 
committee on ordinances and legisla- 
tion calling for an amendment to the 
city charter giving the general counci] 
the power to fetire from office any 
official, whether elective or appointive, 
on half pay and for a period of time 
not longer than the elective or ap- 
pointive term. Such a law would give 
council the power to retire even the 
mayor if it saw fit. The paper was re- 
ferred to the special committee on 
charter amendments. 

Councilman Carl Guess introduced a 
resolution asking for an investigation 
by the city of the rates now charged 
for gas. It was referred to the electric 
light committee. 

The same councilman introduced a 
resolution allowing stockade em- 
ployees ten days,instead of a week's 
summer, vacation, It was referred to 
the prison committee. 

A resolution was adopted calling for 
a charter amendment so as to make 
the park commission a charter board, 
it being the only one not now in that 
class. 

Leonard W. Brown was elected a 
member of the bond commission from 
the second ward to succeed J. J. West, 
resigned. 

An appropriation of $35,000 next year 
was voted for to carry on the work of 
building the Girls’ Commercial High 
school. This was done after the alder- 
manic board made the amount $25,000. 
The matter goes back to the alder- 
manic board. 

A resolution was adopted to appropri- 
ate $1,464 to purchase two auto cars 
for the waterworks department. 


Smoke Ordigance Adopted. 

_The smoKe and meter inspector ordi- 
Nance was adopted and will go into 
effect July 1. It provides for an in- 
spector of smoke and of gas meters 
at a salary of $2,400, the same to be 
appointed by a board to be named by 
the mayor. 

To the park committee was referred 
a request by the board of education to 
set apart a lot at the northwest cor- 
ner of Piedmont park, 300 by 400 feet, 
for an eighth ward public school. * 

An ordinance by Councilman Haverty 
requiring that all vehicles carry lights 
at night on the streets wag referred 
to the ordinance committee. 

A resolution by Councilman Cham- 
bers was adopted which calls for a 
charter amendment so the suburban 
town of Ormewood can be annexed.

mayor and chief of police to start a 
crusade against loiterers and enforce 
the veagrancy law to the letter. 

It is almost impossible to employ a 
negro in Macon to do common labor, 
say the maenufacturers, despite the 
fact that attractive wages have been 
ofered. The negroes simply declare 
they do not want to work. They seem 
to have pienty of money and hundreds 
of them can be seen at all hours of 
the day hanging around negro clubs 
and other questionable resorts. Where 
they get their money is a mystery. 

M. H. Massee, president of the 
Massee-Felton company, this week 
found it necessary to import a large 
force of Itallan workmen to work in 
his lumber yard. He declares that if 
the negroes continue to refuse to work 
he may bring other foreign laborers 
in to take their places. 

Other manufacturers have employed 
agents to make the rcunds of the clubs 
and offer good wages to the idlers to 
go to work, but without success. Now 
the chief of police has been asked by 
the chamber of commerce to start a 
systematic campaign and either make 
the negroes go to work or get out of 
town.

NEW RULES MADE

OCEAN SAFETY MEASURE 
INTRODUCED IN SENATE 


Washington, June 3.—An all-inelu- 
sive bill, to be denominated “the 
ocean safety act of 1912,” designed to 
cover all the navigation lessons drawn 
from the Titanic disaster, was intro- 
duced today by Senator Nelson, of Min- 
nesota, chairman of the commerce 
committee, which, through a sub-coin- 
mittee, investigated that disaster. 

The bill includes stringent regula- 
tions for better wireless equipment, 
continuously operated, on ocean ani 
great lakes’ vessels carrying fifty or 
more persons, just as provided in a 
bill which passed the house today and 
almost identical with a bill alreadv 
passed by the senate. This wireless 
section vests control of the apparatus 
in the master of the vessel, and, to 
avoid the wireless communication be- 
ing shut off by failure of the vessel's 
engines, requires a powerful auxiliary 
power supply that can communicate 
100 miles. 

The bill would recognize foreign 
steariship laws wherever they are as 
effective as American laws and regula- 
tions; would equip every passenger 
craft leaving an American port with 
sufficient lifeboats to accommodate 
everybody aboard, together with other 
safety equipment; and would create a 
commission of five persons to Investi- 
gate here and abroad merchant marine 
construction. It would require rigid 
port examination, boat drills, define 
qualification of seamen; penalize fail- 
ure to assist any persons in distress at 
sea; and make criminally Hable any 
master, managing owner, steamship 
director or principal resident agent of 
a foreign steamship for sending from 
an American port a vessel so unsea- 
worthy as to endanger life.

SERMON OF REV. “BOB” JONES 


Evangelist Bob Jones, whd addressed 
a meeting for women only Sunday aft- 
ernoon, could hava bettered his dis- 
course on the frailties cf woman if he

‘Mfe with carbolic acid after sending 


State Treasurer's Office May be 
Relieved of This Work, 


Under Present System, Legisla 
tors and Bankers Do Not 
Believe That Adequate At- 
tention Can Be Given Finan- 
cial Institutions. 


A new state department of banking, 
entirely divorced from the office of 
state treasurer, with which it is now 
affiliated. was urged yesterday at a 
luncheon given by the Atlanta Clearing 
House Association at the Capital City 
Club to the legislative committee on 


bank laws revision. 

Under the present system the state 
treasurer is also the state bank ex- 
aminer, having four assistants to 
whom falls the active part of the very 
important work that has to be done. 
With 622 state banks, each of them to 
be examined twice yearly, the four as- 
sistants have to make 1,244 examina- 
tions every 365 days, which it ia ob- 
viously impossible to do with that 
degree of accuracy and thoroughness 
which should characterize the work. 

Coincident with their recommenda- 
tion that this should be remeiled, the 
officials of the clearing house suggest- 
ed an amendment to the constitution 
of the state which will allow the state 
treasurer a compensation adequate to 
the work performed. His salary now 
is but $2,000 each year, with the re- 
quirement that he make a bond and 
this costs him one-fourth of the $2,000. 
Considering the office and the charac- 
ter of the work, the bankers think this 
remuneration ridicuious. 

The committee on revising the state 
banking laws assembled in the city 
Monday, and will meet this morning 
for the purpése of organization. It 1s 
probable that T. R. Turner, of Jones, 
will be chosen the head of the com- 
mission without opposition.

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STOREY TO DOUBLE K 


The oft repeated threats of Benja- 
min Howell Storey, who ended his own 


three bullets into the heart of his wife, 
Maude Fowler Storey, at her home, 
261 East Hunter street, Sunday night, 
caused the Christian Helper’s League 
to intercede some time ago in an ef- 
fort to resoncile the couple for the 
sake of their baby, little Lillian 
Storey, two years of age. Their efforts 
were successful, but a second uarrel 
brought about a separation. 

The husband was placed in the cus- 
tody of Probation Officer 8, J. Coogler, 
instructions of Recorder 
N. A. Broyles, was forced to pay ali- 
mony of $3.50 a week for the support 
of the frail little baby. It was on 
the suggestion of Mrs. Storey that her 
husband was released from probation. 
The records of the court show that he 
paid $2.50 during the latter part of 
January, and had promised that he 
would bring money to his wife each 
week. Later he gave her for a time 
more money voluntarily. 


“I want to do the right thing by } 


my wife and the baby,” Storey told 
Captain Coogler. “If she shows a de- 
gire to live with me I will give her 
all I make, and will work hard to 
keep both in: comfort.” 

Saturday night, two weeks ago, 
Storey was at the headquarters of the 
Christian Helper’s League. He told 
Captain Coogler that he was getting 
along fine. Shortly afterwards he de- 
clared that he was tired of the life 
he was living and was determined to 
end it all. He intimated that he was 
going to kill his wife and himself. 

“It was on the suggestion of his 
brother that I sent for Storey and had 
a talk with him,” Captain Coogler ex- 
plained. “His brother told me that 
Ben was taking morphine. [| asked 
him if the charge was true and he de- 
nied it. He said that he would be 
willing to go on probation for a week 
or ten days just to show that he was 
not drinking or addicted to the use 
of the drug.” 

That Storey was jealous of his wife, 
became evident at the inquest which 
was held over the body at Poole’s Un- 
dertaking Parlors, Monday morning. 

To the police, C. C. Tedder, of the 
law firm of Gober, Jackson and Smith, 


told of a conversation he had with 
Storey, last Tuesday.

Gibson, a prominent young dentist of 
Mission, Texas, mysteriously disap- 
péared here last night and evidence 
obtained by the police led to the belief 
he was murdered, possibly by two

Gibson's were found this morning on

“thé clothing indicate that he was cut 


to death and his body thrown into the 
river. 

Dr. Gibson arrived here yesterday 
with his wife and two smal] children 
and registered at the Hotel Bentley. He 
left the hotel about 9 o'clock last 
night, telling his wife that he was g0- 
ing to visit-some old friends in Pine- 
ville, across the Red river from Alex- 
andria. This morning a blood-stained 
coat, shirt, collar ang tie, identified as 


Gibson's, were found. on the bridge. 


The coat bore several long gashes and 
the collar and tlie were cut and blood- 
stained. 

Police officials at once began drag- 
ging the river for the body. 

Mrs. Gibson told the police that 
while on the train yesterday two Mexi- 
cans saw Dr. Gibson with a rol] of 
money and one of them remarkéq in 
Spanish: “We must have that.” 

Dr. Gibson spoke to his wife about it, 
but, she said, gave the incident little 
more thought. If he was murdered for 
money, however, the object failed and 
Dr. Gibson left his money with his 
wife. 

Mrs. Gibson, who was formerly Miss 
Emma Gertrude Smith, of Hale, Mo., is 
prostrated with grief. Dr. Gibson re- 
cently graduated in dentistry at Nash- 
ville. Tenn., ang located at Mission,

TWO BATTLESHIPS 
WANTED BY SENATE 


More Submarines Are Also 
Wanted—The Naval Bill Is 
Radically Amended. 


Washington, June 3.—The senate 
committee on naval affairs today re- 
stored to the naval appropriation bill 
provision for two Dattleships stricken 
out by the house. , 

In addition to the battleships, the 
senate committee provides for eight 
submarine torpedo boats instead of 
four voteq by the house; retains the 
house provision for six torpedo boat 
destroyers, two fuel ships, one to be 
built in a Pacific coast navy yard; a 


tender to destroyers and a submarine. 


tender. 
The committee struck out the house 


eight-hour restriction on government 
contract work; adopted an amendment 
incorporating the Hobson plan for the 
creation of a national council for de- 
fense, ang provided the grades of ad- 
miral and vice admiral for the com- 
manders-in-chierg and second officers 
in command respectively in the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific fleets while they hold 
such commands. 

The committee fixes the term of all 
enlisted men of the navy at four years 
with provision for voluntary extension 
of service; authorizes the secretary to 
buy wer materials abroad in any emer- 
gency and provides for the million- 
dollar round-the-worlq wireless sys- 
tem, which the house threw out of the 
bill. 

The $1,000,000 provision for a great 
wireless station system is designed to 
provide qirect control of the American 
naval vessels from Washington 
“throughout all probable spheres of ac- 
tion” and to maintain direct communt- 
cation with the insular possessions and 
Alaska despite the possible failure or 
destruction of cables. It is regarded 
by the navy department as vital to 
national defense. 

Free admission of war material from 
abroad was urgeq by the administra- 
tion, not because any such purchases 
now are contemplated, but because the

PLOT TO MURDER | 
FOUND IN JAIL 


Italians in Atlanta Federal 
Penitentiary, Alleged 
Conspirators. 


New York, June 3.—Behind the bara 
of the federai prison at Atlanta, Ga., 
several members o¢ the Lupo-Morell 
gang of counterfeiters and murderers, 
have hatched a piot to assassinate Wil- 
liam J. Flynn, chief of the local divi- 
sion of the secret service, who ran the 
counterfeiters to bay, and George W. 
Ray, of the United States district court, 
who sentenced the coiners to terms of 
from 15 to 30 years at hard labor. 

One of the Sicilians told of the plat, 
which was hatcHed last December when 
two Sicilians who visited Ignazio Lupo, 
known as “The Wolf,’ were told to 
kill the secret service chief. 

Even while the trial of this gang, of 
counterfeiters was going on, Judge 
received a threat of death at his home 
in ee county, in a letter which 
reaqda: ' 

“If Lupo, Morello and their compan- 
ions are not liberated, you will die 
like a dog. We have killed better men 
than you, Smith or Flynn.” 

The tale referred to was Abel I. 
Smith, the assistant United States at- 
torney, who prosecuted the counterfeit- 
ers. 

Chief Flynn said that he knew that 
this gang, which knows who killed De- 
tective Petreseni in Sicily, was seeKing 
his life. Chief Flynn said that. the 
Lupo ganz had decreed in the Atlanta 
prison the death of certain Italians 
and that two of them had been killed.

POISON SQUAD MEMBER 
COLLAPSES UNDER TEST 


Philadelphia Student in Serious 
Condition for a Time, But 
Has Recovered. 


COMPANIONS ARE SICK 


- 


Every Member of Band Suffers 
Nausea as Result of Caf- 
feine Experiments. 


— 


Philadelphia, May Serious re- 
sults have followed the feeding of caf- 
feline, a drug lurking in chocolate as 
well as coffee, to the eight student 
members of the “poison squad” of the 
Hahnemann Medical College here. All 
have been subject to severe headaches 
and serious attacks of nausea, while 
one member of the squad was in such 
a serious ccndition after taking the 
caffeine-laden water for the _ first 
twenty days that he had to be placed 
in a special ward in the hospital. He 
received constant attention, has recov- 
ered and at the college is said to have 
rejoined the squad. 

The ‘poison squad” 
mann college was formed very quietly. 
It came into existence on March 1 and 
is under the direct supervision of Dr. 
Edmund T. Nesbit, director of the Her- 
ing laboratory of the college. 

Dr. Nesbit called for volunteers from 
among the students. He said he want- 
ea men who were willing to do gome- 
thing for the benefit of humanity at 
large, even though it might be to their 
own discomfiture. Twenty-five  stu- 
dents volunteered. Of these fourteen 
of the most perfect physically were 
chosen, eleven as regular members of 
the squad and three as alternates 

For thirty days the members of the 
squad were given doses of caffeine 
while Dr. Nesbit and his assistants 
made personal observations, taking the 
pulses and temperature of the members 
of the squad and making notes on thelr 
general physical condition. It was not 
until within the last few days that one 
member of the squad weakened under 
the experiment to such an extent that 
it Wag necessary to send him to the 
hospital. Dr. Nesbit refuses to reveal 
the name of the student who collapsed, 
but declareg that through proper treat- 
ment immediately he s00n recovered. 

The caffeine wag administered in a 
solution and was mixed with the wa- 
ter the squad drank. The students 
did not know when they were getting 
the cafteine. There were no stated 
“imes for giving it in onher to keep the 
mind of the student free from worry 
jn order that the physical condition 
might not be changed materially 
through the action of the brain. 

Before joining the “poison squad” 
each student had to gign a release 
against any action for damages against 
the college. , 

The laboratory was organized about 
fifteen months ago with Dr. Nesbit as 
director, and almost immediately an 
exhaustive study was started to as- 
certain the destructive qualities of caf- 
feine as used in food stuffs. ‘ 

._The students continued to live at the 
dormitories or at boarding houses, but 
they were required to take their meals 
at the training table located in the 
hospital near the diet kitchen. Be- 
fore each meal the temperature was 
recorded, the pulse and respiration 
were taken and the blood pressure was 
tested. During the period the drug 
twas administered only Dr. Nesbit knew 
the amount apportioned to each man 
and when and in what quantity it was 
administered.—New York Sun, May 12,

WIDOW OF SCHLEY 
IS IN DIRE NEED 


Senator Rayner Pleads for Pen- 
sion and Lauds Career 
of the Admiral. 


Washington, June 3.—Senator Ray- | 
ner, of Maryland, told the senate to- | 
day that the famous order for what is 
known as the loop of the cruiser 
Brooklyn in the battle of Santiago, 
given upon the spur of the moment 
and in the heat of battle, decided that 
conflict and saved the day for Ameri- 
can arms. Senator Rayner sought to 
make this point clear in a speech ac- 
companying an amendment which he 
offereaq to the pension appropriation 


bill so as to provide a pension of $150 
a month, instead of $50 a month, to the 
widow o¢ Admira)} Schliey. 

Senator Rayrier said that the gov- 
ernment is now paying nearly $200,- 
000,000 a year in pensions. He said that 
Admiral] Schley’s widow was in dire 
need of the pension and lacked even 
the means for erecting a suitable me- 
morial to the admiral’s grave. 

Mr. Rayner excoriated critics of Ad- 
miral Schley, saying that a critic gen- 
erally is a person without reputation 
who ekpects to rise in public estima- 
tion upon the ruins of those whom he 
attempts to humiliate. He said that 
Admiral Schley+ was universally idol- 
ized ang challenged the admiral’s ene- 
mies to point to a single instance 
where he ever wavered when duty sum- 
moned him. Senator tayner said 
Schley was surrounded at Santiago by 
a band of heroic captains. HKeferring 
to the Brooklyn's loop as saving the 
day at Santiago, he said: 

“Then came the Viscaya, and she 
made a desperate turn toward the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon that were 
pursuing her, but as she dig this she 
was struck by a shell from one of the 
vessels, and, hauling her colors down, 
she was beached at Acerraderos. The 
Colon, the last.of the ships, was then 
making toward the ‘Torquino river. 
Schley signaled the Oregon, under the 
command of Clark, to try his 13-inch 
guns upon her, ang with the combined 
tire of the Brookiyn and the Oregon 
upon the ship and with no possible 
chance of escape and with her human 
cargo doomed to certain death if the 
fighting continued, her commander ran 
his ship ashore at the mouth of the 
Torquino river, fired his leeward gun, 
lowered his flag ang the colors of 
Spain went down before the colors of 
the union upon the western continent. 

“There is another charge that 
Schley haq to meet that I desire brief- 
ly to refer to, and that was that in 
the conduct of the fleet along the 
Cuban coast he had disobeyed orders 
of the navy department. This was not 
the first time that Schley in his mili- 
tary career haqg found it necessary to 
disobey the orders of his superior offi- 
cers. During the civil war, at the 
siege of Port Hudson, when he was 
in charge of the Monongahela, the 
signal was raised upon Farragut's ves- 
sel to retreat. The quartermaster re- 
ported to Schley that it was impossible 
for him to see the signals. The order 
had been previously given to storm 
the battery. This was the signal that 
Schley saw, and instead of retreating 
he leveled his guns against the fortifi- 
cations. He was reprimanded by Far- 
ragut, but afterwards the admiral] call- 
ed him into his private cabin and con- 
gratulated him. 

“The time has passed when secre- 
taries of war or secretaries of the navy 
who have never perhaps observed any 
military tactics except a dress parade 
and who could hardly tell the differ- 
ence between a revenue cutter and a 
battleship can fight battles with lead 
pencils and rulers and india rubber 
thousands of miles away from home.

Status of Street Improvements, 

The work of widening Marietta 
street and straightening the curve in 
that street just east of Simpson street, 
1s now practicaly complete. The con- 
vict labor which is now working on 
this improvement will be transferred 
to Peachtree and West Peachtree 
streets as soon as the last details of 
the Marietta street work are complete. 

The convict gang will then be put to 
work cutting away the hump in Peach- 
tree and West Peachtree streets, be- 
ginning at Harris street and running 
half way down the West Peachtree 
and Peachtree blocks between the junc- 
tions of the Peachtrees and Porter 
Place. Thig will mean a lowering of 
the grade of Peachtree street about 4 
or 5 feet at the junction, and extending 
down both streets in depth in ratio to 
the present grades. The dirt from the 
cut will be used to fill the hollow in 
West Peachtree street north of the 
junction. 

Condemnation proceedings against a 
corner on West Mitchell street, at Man- 
gum, have finally been wound up, and 
the last obstacle in the way of the 
widening of the street has been re- 
moved. 

The city is now proceeding with the 
widening and other improvements of 
that thoroughfare. 

The work of establishing a uniform 
grade on Spring and intersecting 
Streets between Walton street and 
Carnegie way is now complete, and the 
repaving only remains to be done. A 
full account of other proposed Spring 
street improvements has already been 
given.

Brussels, June 3.—More complete re- 
turns from yesterday's parliamentary 
elections emphasized the victory of 
the clericals—the government party— 
whose majority in the chamber of dep- 
uties is increased from 6 to 14. 

The clerical newspapers accept the 
result as a triumph for their cause of 
placing free denominational schools on 
an equality with the _ state public 
schools, in which no religious instruc- 
tion is given..

Chihuahua, Mexico, June 3.—Out of 
a normal foreign population of at 
least 2,000, this city contains exactly 
106 foreign residents today. Of the 
1,000 Americans who ordinarily live 
here, only thirty-five men and twelve 
women remain. An official census, is- 
sued today. shows that fear of an at- 
tack on the rebel city by the advanc- 
ing federals has practically depopu- 
lated the town. Thirty thousand peo- 
ple inhabit Chihuahua in time of peace, 
but today less than 20,000 are here, 
and the exodusis daily growing larger. 

Besides the Americans here there 
are twenty-six British subjects, of 
whom twelve are women, and thirty- 
three Germans, of whom eight = are 
women.

No rules that can be 
framed are too drastic, if they will 
prevent a recurrence of the two drown- 
ings that have diminished the popular- 
ity of the park. 

“There should be at least three ex¢ 
pert swimmers. These men should not 
only be expert swimmers, but qualified 
to give first aid to those dragged from 
the water. There should be drags and 
grappling hooks ready for instant use 
the lake when an alarm is given. I 
understand that there were no hooks 
at the lake for this emergency Satur- 
day, and the life-savers and policemen 
were compelled to dive for the body 
until Chief Beavers, of the police de- 
partment, arrived with the drag. The 
fact that Chief Beavers recovered the

ALL DENY KNOWLEDGE 
OF THE GIRL’S DEATH 


Hendersonville, N. C., June 3.—Boney 
Bradley, Nora Britt and Lizzie Shaft, 
the last of the seven defendants in 
the Myrtle Hawkins murder case, were 
put on the stand today, and all follow- 
ed the example set them by the other 
four defendants, denying every charg;

Mrs. George Bradley, wife of one 
of the defendants, said that she, her 
nusband and the McCalls were all at 
home every night at the time Myrtle 
Hawkins disappeared. She said Myr- 
tle was at her wedding and she saw 
nothing to indicate any feeling be- 
tween Myrtle and her husband. 

Nora Britt and Lizzie Shaft per- 
sisted in denying everything. charged 
against them. Mrs. Britt saying she 
had worked for Mrs. Shaft and had 
never heard of the HawKins case until 
it was brought to her attention 
through the papers. Mrs. Shaft also 
said that her observations, made after 
the discovery of the body, were found- 
ed on newspaper stories of the affair.

New York, June 3.—Prices ebbed and 
flowed sluggishly in the stock market 
today, except in some of the high- 
priced specialties, especially American 
Tobacco, which added 13 points to its 
rise of last week, in anticipation of a 
large bonus or scrip dividend, which is 
said to be impending.
